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Free  and  Part  Pay  Patients 


The  Hospital  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open  wards, 
receive  patients  whose  means  are  very  limited  for  any  sum  which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay,  and  those  without  means  as  wholly  free 
patients,  provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing 
the  admission  of  patients. 

Applications  of  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  ap- 
ply in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should 
be  made  between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  prom- 
ises of  admission  are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination, 
as  to  admissibility,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points: 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be 
received  at  any  hour. 

In  the  Dispensary,  which  is  open  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
from  eight  a.  m.  to  five  p.  m.,  emergency  cases  will  always  be 
treated,  but  in  the  usual  course  only  those  who  are  unable  to  pay 
for  treatment  privately  will  be  treated. 


EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 


"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-con- 
tagious diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible: 
Sufferers  from  contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  dis- 
eases, cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  babits, 
delirium  tremens,  insanity,  venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons 
whose  presence  in  the  wards  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare 
of  the  other  patients." 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instruc- 
tions of  the  physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules 
of  the  Hospital  will  be  discharged." 


MEMORIAL  RESOLUTION  ADOPTED  BY  THE  BOARD 
OF  TRUSTEES. 

Whereas  it  has  pleased  the  Almighty  God  to  re- 
move from  amongst  us  the  President  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  and  our  dear  and  honored  friend,  Mr.  Leslie 
Carter. 

Be  it  resolved  that  we,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
Hospital,  place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  life, 
character  and  work  of  Mr.  Carter.  Elected  President 
in  the  year  1900,  Mr.  Carter  brought  to  that  office  an 
experience  gained  by  his  earlier  service  on  the  Board 
in  the  years  1887  and  1888,  during  which  service  he 
was  on  nearly  all  the  working  Committees  of  the 
Board,  and,  by  the  most  intimate  contact,  acquired  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  institution.  To  that  ex- 
perience he  added  an  energy  untiring  and  a  devotion 
unceasing,  which  combined  with  his  strong  and  force- 
ful spirit,  his  clear,  judicial  mind,  and  his  courtesy 
and  modesty,  enabled  him  to  guide  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  with  such  ease  and  success  as  won  the  ad- 
miration of  the  public,  and  the  affection  and  loyalty 
of  all  who  served  with  him  in  this  great  work.  Though 
decided  in  his  methods  and  purposes,  he  never  failed 
to  give  careful  and  kindly  consideration  to  the  views 
of  other  members  of  the  Board;  nor  did  he  hesitate 
to  acknowledge  and  to  act  upon  advice  which  tended 
more  directly  to  further  the  purpose  which  he  in  com- 
mon with  the  Board  had  at  heart.  Few  people  realize 
how  much  of  his  time  and  effort  was  given  to  the  work 
of  the  Hospital.    There  were  many  occasions  in  which 
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that  work  took  precedence  over  all  his  other  busi- 
ness. 

It  is  to  his  friendship  and  to  his  influence  with  the 
late  Mr.  James  Henry  Smith  that  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
owes  its  new  and  magnificient  memorial  building.  Mr. 
Carter  supervised  the  plans  for  that  building,  made 
the  arrangements  necessary  to  its  cost  and  equipment, 
and  saw  its  foundations  and  the  beginnings  of  its 
walls :  then  he  was  stricken  with  illness,  and  when,  on 
St.  Luke's  Day,  the  building  was  opened  and  dedicated 
to  its  noble  purpose,  he  had  entered  into  his  rest.  Yet 
to  all  who  knew  him,  and  also  knew  the  part  he  had 
taken  in  securing  this  munificient  gift  to  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  and  his  unbounded  joy  at  the  prosperity  and 
increased  usefulness  of  the  institution  he  loved  so  well, 
it  seemed  that  his  spirit  was  still  present,  even  as  his 
memory  will  be  always  associated  with  Mr.  Smith's 
splendid  benevolence. 

We  grieve  that  he  has  been  taken  away,  apparently 
in  the  very  glory  of  his  strength  and  the  height  of 
his  usefulness,  but  we  rejoice  that  we  have  been  as- 
sociated with,  and  have  known  as  our  friend,  a  man 
whose  unsullied  life  and  honest,  stalwart  character 
made  him  beloved  and  respected,  not  only  in  his  own 
immediate  circle  of  acquaintances  but  also  in  the  city 
in  which  so  much  of  his  career  had  been  passed,  and  to 
whose  interests  he  had  been  so  devoted. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  this  resolution  be  entered 
in  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and 
that  a  copy  be  sent  to  Miss  Helen  L.  Carter,  with  an 
expression  of  the  sincere  sympathy  of  the  Board  for 
her  in  the  loss  of  her  brother. 
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Forty=Fifth  Annual   Report  of  the  Trustees 

of  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

The  Trustees  herewith  present  their  report  for  the 
year  ending  September  30,  1908. 

It  is  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  death  of  our  late 
President  Mr.  Leslie  Carter.  It  is  impossible  to  ex- 
aggerate the  importance  of  the  work  done  by  Mr. 
Carter  for  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  He  assumed  the  du- 
ties of  the  Presidency  at  a  time  when  the  condition 
of  the  institution  was  far  from  strong;  and  it  is 
chiefly  due  to  his  painstaking  and  unremitting  efforts 
and  devotion  that  St.  Luke's  has  reached  its  pre-emin- 
ent position  among  Chicago  Hospitals.  The  crown- 
ing glory  of  his  administration  was  the  erection  of  the 
''George  Smith  Memorial/'  which  was  given  to  St. 
Luke's  by  James  Henry  Smith,  simply  through  the 
solicitation  of  his  old  and  dear  friend  Mr.  Carter.  To 
those  who  know  the  facts,  this  most  complete  of  Chi- 
cago's Hospitals  will  stand  as  a  monument  not  only 
to  George  Smith  and  James  Henry  Smith,  but  to 
Leslie  Carter  as  well. 

The  ''George  Smith  Memorial"  addition  to  St. 
Luke's  which  will  be  opened  within  a  few  days,  is 
designed  entirely  for  the  care  of  private  patients.  We 
believe  that  it  embodies  all  that  is  best  in  hospital 
construction. 

Perhaps  the  most  noticable  feature,  is  the  lack  of 
what  might  be  termed  the  hospital  atmosphere.  The 
building  has  the  appearance  of  a  quiet  modern  hotel. 
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The  entrance  is  into  a  spacious  beautiful  lobby.  There 
is  an  entire  absence  of  the  sounds  and  smells  which 
usually  characterize  a  Hospital.  The  corridors  are 
large.  The  rooms  are  luxuriously  but  simply  fur- 
nished ;  and  may  be  had  singly  or  en  suite.  Thus  it  is 
possible  to  provide  for  patients  who  are  attended  by 
friends  or  personal  servants ;  and  in  case  of  need  rel- 
atives may  remain  at  hand.  In  short  no  effort  has 
been  spared  to  make  this  building  the  most  complete 
of  its  kind. 

We  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  remarkable  re- 
sults obtained  have  been  chiefly  due  to  the  expert 
knowledge  and  unflagging  zeal  and  energy  of  our  Hos- 
pital Superintendent  Mr.  Louis  E.  Curtis. 

The  whole  Hospital  will  now  accommodate  310  pa- 
tients ;  and  we  are  prepared  to  care  for  165  patients  in 
the  wards.  As  soon  as  money  is  forth-coming  we  in- 
tend to  change  most  of  the  private  rooms  in  the  main 
building  into  wards,  so  that  we  can  care  for  200  pa- 
tients wholly  or  partially  free  of  charge.  St.  Luke's 
is  primarily  a  charitable  institution  and  has  received 
most  of  its  support  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  the 
poor  and  needy.  As  administrators  of  this  trust  we 
point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past  ten 
years  we  have  cared  for  more  free  patients  than  anyj 
other  hospital  in  Cliicago,  except  the  County  Hospital.  I 
We  are  glad  to  receive  all  needy  cases  just  so  far  as 
we  are  able;  and  we  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
no  special  influence  or  pressure  is  necessary  to  secure 
their  admission.  We  are  especially  desirous  that  our 
friends  and  patrons  should  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege  of  referring  to  us  all  charitable  cases  in 
which  they  may  be  interested.  In  this  connection  it 
should  be  noted  that  we  are  not  able  to  receive  charity 
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patients  in  the  private  roonas.  These  rooms  are  used 
for  pay  patients  only,  and  constitute  the  source  of 
revenue  which  alone  makes  our  charity  work  possible. 
The  ^'George  Smith  Memorial/'  means  almost  the 
doubling  of  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital.  To  meet  this 
increase  has  required  much  foresight  and  effort  on  the 
part  of  our  Training  School  for  Nurses.  Two  years 
ago  we  had  60  nurses ;  to-day  we  have  100.  This  is  a 
striking  achievement  in  administration.  No  depart- 
ment of  our  work  is  more  notable  or  praise-worthy 
than  our  Training  School  for  Nurses.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Miss  M.  E.  Johnstone  it  has  acquired  a 
national  reputation. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  St.  Luke's  has 
been  somewhat  curtailedo  This  has  been  the  inevit- 
able result  of  the  conditions  incident  to  the  erection  of 
the  new  building. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
"Woman's  Board  for  the  continuance  of  their  faithful 
work.  They  have  supplied  funds  for  constructing  and 
equipping  an  Observation  Ward  for  Children,  and  for 
installing  lavatories  in  the  Nurses  rooms  in  the  Train- 
ing School.  Their  various  committees  have  been  as 
zealous  as  ever  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  Linen  Committee  has  done  its  usual  splendid 
work  in  keeping  up  the  stock  of  Hospital  Linen. 

We  also  gratefully  note  the  following  gifts  during 
the  year  : 

Mr.  Byron  L.  Smith  paid  for  a  complete  set  of  steri- 
lizing apparatus  for  the  Solomon  Smith  Ward. 

Mrs.  J.  Lewis  Cochran  collected  funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  all  blankets  for  the  equipment  of  the  *  ^  George 
Smith  Memorial."

Superintendent's   Report. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital : 

I  beg  to  present  herewith  my  report  for  the  year 
just  ended. 

The  tabulated  figures  which  follow  show  reductions 
in  the  amount  of  work  done  as  compared  with  last 
year,  also  a  small  reduction  in  the  earnings. 

The  steady  and  marked  rise  in  cost  of  all  supplies 
is  apparent  in  the  expense  of  operation  and  the  only 
remedy  which  suggests  itself  is  an  increase  in  the 
average  charge  to  pay  patients. 

The  opening  of  the  George  Smith  Memorial  will 
doubtless  after  a  few  months  provide  necessary  funds 
for  carrying  on  the  work  in  the  Main  building  without 
a  deficit. 

In  this  connection  a  cursory  description  of  the  New 
building  may  be  of  interest. 

In  laying  out  a  general  plan  for  this  building,  it  was 
necessary  because  of  its  surroundings,  to  design  a 
structure  which  would  eliminate  the  possibility  that 
any  future  buildings  adjoining  might  damage  it  by 
cutting  oif  light  and  air;  hence  all  patients  rooms 
open  on  the  central  court  or  Michigan  Avenue,  ex- 
cept a  few  which  have  an  Eastern  exposure. 

It  was  of  prime  importance  that  it  should  be  fire- 
proof, in  a  far  greater  degree  than  is  ordinarily  meant 
by  the  term  fireproof.  It  was  also  necessary  that  it 
should  be  sound  proof  and  dust  proof.  It  seems  to 
have  been  satisfactorily  demonstrated  that  we  have 
met  with  more  than  a  moderate  degree  of  success  in 
all  these  directions. 
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The  general  construction  of  the  building  may  be 
briefly  described  as  follows :  The  foundation  consists 
of  concrete  footings  supported  by  concrete  piles,  the 
enclosing  walls  are  of  Bedford  stone  up  to  the  second 
story,  and  colonial  brick  above  with  Bedford  stone 
trimmings  at  and  above  the  sixth  story.  The  internal 
construction  consists  of  steel  columns  and  frame  work 
with  re-inforced  concrete  floors  in  short  spans  sup- 
ported by  I  Beams.  The  partitions  are  of  tile.  All 
windows  excepting  those  opening  on  the  central  court 
and  Michigan  avenue  have  metal  frames  and  sash 
glazed  with  wired  glass.  All  exterior  doors  on  the 
North,  South  and  East  sides  of  the  buildings  are  of 
metal.  The  stairways,  three  in  number,  are  all  con- 
structed wholly  of  incombustible  material  and  are 
enclosed  in  fire  proof  walls  with  self  closing  metal 
doors  at  each  floor.  The  elevators  are  enclosed  in  fire- 
proof shafts  with  solid  metal  doors  and  are  thoroughly 
protected  against  fire.  There  is  no  open  communica- 
tion between  floors  anywhere  in  the  building.  The 
power  plant  occupies  a  part  of  the  building  which  is 
entirely  cut  off  from  the  main  portion  of  the  building 
by  brick  walls  and  all  openings  are  guarded  by  fire- 
proof doors.  All  wire  and  pipe  shafts  are  thoroughly 
protected  and  contain  no  combustible  material.  Very 
little  wood  was  used  in  the  construction  of  the  build- 
ing. None  is  used  except  for  a  portion  of  the  door 
frames  and  doors  and  the  windows  opening  on  the 
central  court  and  Michigan  avenue.  The  floors  and 
cove  bases  are  all  of  mosaic  and  the  wainscoting  and 
other  trim  is  marble. 

The  problem  of  the  exclusion  of  external  noise  has 
been  successfully  solved;  double  windows  and  metal 
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weather  strips,  making  all  windows  of  patients  rooms 
almost  sound  proof.  In  all  cases  when  rooms  are  con- 
nected there  is  a  private  hall  between.  The  doors 
leading  into  the  corridors  are  all  arranged  so  that  a 
second  door  may  be  hanged,  making  a  double  sound 
proof  door.  These  extra  doors  are  to  be  used  when 
ever  it  is  desirable  to  exclude  all  noise  in  the  case  of 
a  nervous  patient  or  to  confine  noise  to  the  one  room 
in  the  case  of  a  noisy  occupant. 

In  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  offices, 
lobby,  reception  rooms  and  Trustees  room,  an  effort 
has  been  made  to  get  away  from  the  usual  Hospital 
effect  and  to  secure  the  general  appearance  of  a  high- 
class  hotel.  The  result  has  apparently  justified  the 
departure  from  the  usual  custom. 

The  systems  of  communication,  calls  and  signals  are 
complete.  At  the  bedside  of  each  patient  (with  a  few 
exceptions),  at  each  nurse  station,  and  at  various 
other  convenient  places  are  telephones  which  are  con- 
nected with  a  switchboard  in  the  office  which  in  turn 
is  connected  with  the  Chicago  Telephone  Company's 
system.  This  permits  their  use  as  ordinary  telephones 
or  as  a  means  of  communication  between  stations  in 
the  building.    There  are  149  stations  in  all. 

The  Internes  calls  are  banks  of  electric  lamps  in 
prominent  places  in  all  halls,  so  connected  that  a 
switch  in  the  office  will  light  all  of  a  given  number  in 
all  parts  of  the  building  simultaneously. 

Each  Interne  has  his  own  individual  lamp  in  each 
bank  and  is  expected  to  respond  by  telephone  when 
he  finds  his  lamp  lighted.  There  is  also  a  system  of 
buzzers  which  may  be  used  to  sound  an  Internes  call 
simultaneously  all  over  the  building.    The  call  may 
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be  sent  from  any  one  of  two  points  on  each  floor.  This 
system  is  used  only  when  the  light  system  does  not 
elicit  a  response. 

The  call  by  which  patients  summon  the  nurses  con- 
sists of  a  push  botton  at  the  bed.  When  the  patient 
desires  to  call  a  nurse,  he  presses  the  button,  which 
lights  a  small  lamp  outside  his  door  in  the  corridor, 
also  a  pilot  lamp  at  the  annunciator  and  another  lamp 
which  indicates  the  number  of  the  room.  There  is 
also  a  buzzer  which  is  used  only  when  the  nurse  is 
absent  from  her  station.  The  signals  remain  lighted 
until  the  nurses  goes  to  the  patients  room  where  push- 
ing another  button  will  put  out  all  lamps,  connected 
with  that  room. 

The  light  system  of  calls  is  decidedly  preferable 
to  bells  or  buzzers  as  they  cannot  be  a  source  of  an- 
noyance to  patients. 

A  master  clock  in  the  office  operates  clocks  which 
are  distributed  in  the  halls,  sitting  rooms  and  working 
rooms  throughout  the  building. 

A  vacuum  sweeping  plant  has  been  installed  in  the 
basement  with  pipes  leading  to  openings  for  hose  con- 
nections at  convenient  places  on  each  floor.  All  sweep- 
ing is  done  with  this  apparatus  and  it  has  in  a  large 
measure  solved  the  dust  problem. 

PLUMBING. 

While  all  plumbing  fixtures  are  very  plain  in  design, 
the  installation  is  of  the  highest  possible  grade.  We 
have  endeavored  to  reduce  the  cost  of  maintenance 
and  repairs  to  a  minimum.  There  are  thirty-two 
private  bath-rooms ;  the  most  of  which  are  so  arranged 
as  to  be  available  for  use  with  either  or  both  of  two 
private  rooms.     There  are  also  ten  bath  rooms  for 
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common  use  on  the  different  floors.  Many  of  the 
fixtures  are  of  special  design  to  meet  the  peculiar  needs 
of  the  Hospital.  All  bath  tubs  are  set  into  the  floor 
and  into  the  partition  walls,  thereby  eliminating  the 
difficult  task  of  cleaning  under  and  behind  them.  All 
lavatories  and  sinks  used  by  surgeons  have  knee 
valves  for  the  control  of  the  temperature  and  flow  of 
water,  so  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  use  the  hands. 
Other  fixtures  when  it  is  desirable  that  the  hands 
should  be  free  are  provided  with  foot  control  cocks. 

All  fixtures  except  those  where  the  item  of  possible 
breakage  was  important  are  of  porcelain.  Drinking 
water  is  distributed  to  thirty-six  convenient  points 
throughout  the  building.  The  water  supplied  to  sur- 
geons lavatories  is  sterile  and  all  water  supplied  to 
operating  rooms  and  for  use  in  sterilizers  is  distilled. 

The  heating  of  the  building  is  by  direct  radiation  and 
requires  no  assistance  under  ordinary  conditions 
from  the  ventilating  system — but  as  there  is  no  ac- 
cidental ventilation  all  incoming  air  having  been 
warmed  to  room  temperature  and  as  nearly  all  win- 
dows in  patients  rooms  are  double,  the  demands  on 
the  system  are  much  less  than  would  be  the  case  in  a 
building  of  ordinary  construction. 

The  radiators  are  elevated  rather  more  than  usual 
to  facilitate  cleaning  under  them.  The  system  is  op- 
erated under  vacuum.  They  are  all,  with  the  exception 
of  those  in  stairways  and  bathrooms,  under  automatic 
control,  which  insures  a  variation  of  less  than  two 
degrees  from  the  point  for  which  the  thermostat  is 
set.  Any  room  may  be  kept  at  any  temperature  which 
may  be  desired  except  that  when  any  portion  of  the 
building  is  being  heated,  no  portion  can  be  reduced 
below  the  outside  temperature. 
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The  temperature  of  the  building  is  wholly  independ- 
ent of  the  heating  system.  The  general  scheme  of 
ventilation  is  as  follows:  air  is  taken  through  a  stack 
at  a  point  about  50  feet  above  street  level,  after  pass- 
ing through  tempering  radiators,  it  passes  through 
an  air  washer  to  other  radiators  where  the  tempera- 
ture is  raised  to  70  to  72  degrees,  then  driven  by  large 
fans  through  conduits  to  the  different  apartments; 
the  allowance  in  the  private  rooms  is  approximately 
300  cubic  feet  per  minute.  The  foul  air  is  withdrawn 
from  the  different  apartments  by  a  system  of  con- 
duits terminating  at  large  fans  in  the  attic  by  which 
the  air  is  ejected  through  the  ventilator  heads  in  the 
roof.  The  arrangement  of  the  duct  openings  in  the 
rooms  is  such  that  in  weather  when  the  desired  in- 
door temperature  is  higher  than  out  of  doors  the  air 
is  admitted  in  the  upper  por,tion  of  the  room  and  the 
exhaust  is  taken  out  at  the  bottom  and  when  the  build- 
ing is  being  cooled  and  a  lower  temperature  in  door 
is  desired  the  cool  air  is  brought  in  near  the  floor  level 
and  the  exhaust  is  taken  out  at  upper  portion  of  the 
room. 

The  exceptionally  large  allowance  of  air  in  the 
private  rooms  made  in  order  to  avoid  bad  odors  as 
well  as  to  eliminate  the  produce  of  respiration.  Some 
stress  has  been  laid  on  keeping  the  incoming  air  at  a 
temperature  very  little  higher  than  the  desired  tem- 
perature of  the  building. 

The  operating  rooms  are  ventilated  and  heated  by 
the  ordinary  hot  blast  system,  except  that  a  very 
large  allowance  of  air  is  made,  about  sufficient  to  ef- 
fect a  change  once  in  3  minutes  and  it  is  therefore  un- 
necessary to  introduce  the  air  much  above  the  room 
temperature,    especially   as    all   windows    are   double 
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with  the  space  between  heated.  The  temperature  is 
automatically  controlled  and  the  inflow  of  air  is  con- 
stant regardless  of  temperature  changes.  The  incom- 
ing air  is  cleansed  as  for  all  other  portions  of  the  build- 
ing and  in  addition  is  filtered  where  it  enters  the 
rooms.     There  are  no  radiators  in  these  rooms. 

The  isolated  ward  has  a  separate  plant  to  avoid  any 
possibility  of  transmitting  contagion  by  a  reverse  cur- 
rent through  the  ducts. 

A  test  of  the  system  enabled  us  to  secure  a  tempera- 
ture within  the  building  of  from  eight  to  ten  degrees 
lower  than  that  outside,  with  the  outside  temperature 
at  eighty  degrees. 

The  incoming  and  outgoing  air  are  maintained  at  a 
balance  and  open  windows  have  no  effect  on  any  por- 
tion of  the  building  save  the  apartment  in  which  they 
are  open. 

The  main  portion  of  the  North  half  of  the  Sixth 
floor  is  devoted  to  the  operating  department,  Hy- 
drotherapy, Electrical  and  like  rooms. 

Two  of  the  three  operating  rooms  are  exceptionally 
well  lighted  both  naturally  and  artifically.  The  win- 
dows have  a  North  exposure  and  the  skylight  extends 
back  the  full  depth  of  the  room. 

The  lamps  for  the  diffused  lighting  of  the  rooms  are 
located  in  the  space  between  the  skylights  proper  and 
the  plate  glass  ceilings  of  the  rooms. 

The  windows  are  double,  the  inner  window  being 
one  sheet  of  plate  glass  extending  from  ceiling  to  about 
three  feet  from  the  floor;  outside  are  casement  sash 
of  metal  glazed  with  wire  plate  glass  and  the  space 
between  is  heated.  Outside  the  windows  are  canopies 
of  prism  glass  for  the  purpose  of  directing  light  into 
the  room  at  the  desired  angle. 
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The  rooms  are  of  ample  size,  the  floors  of  mosaic, 
sidewalls  of  marble,  doors  and  frames  of  steel  and 
ceiling  of  glass.  One  room  is  lighted  with  fifteen 
Nernst  lamps  evenly  spaced  over  the  entire  area  of  the 
ceiling  and  the  other  has  high  power  tungsten  lamps 
arranged  in  a  like  manner  and  in  addition  is  equipped 
with  a  swinging  chandelier. 

The  sterilizing  room  is  located  between  the  two  op- 
erating rooms  with  doors  opening  into  each.  The 
equipment  of  this  room  is  complete  and  consists  of  one 
high  pressure  steam  utensil  sterihzer,  two  instrument 
sterilizers,  one  dressing  sterilizer,  one  battery  of 
water  sterilizers,  one  salt  solution  cabinet  arranged 
to  maintain  a  constant  temperature,  one  blanket 
warmer  and  sundry  cabinets  for  storing  prepared  ma- 
terial for  operating  rooms.  All  pressure  apparatus  is 
under  automatic  control. 

Opening  off  these  operating  rooms  are  surgeons 
wash  rooms  and  instrument  rooms  in  duplicate.  The 
instrument  rooms  are  provided  with  large  metal  cases 
set  into  recesses  in  the  wall  (as  are  all  cabinets 
throughout  the  building)  which  contain  every  instru- 
ment or  appliance  which  is  likely  to  be  required. 

Another  smaller  operating  room  is  arranged  so  that 
it  may  be  made  absolutely  dark  and  is  provided  with 
appliances  for  brilliantly  lighting  a  small  field.  Two 
anaesthetic  rooms  are  provided  also  a  supply  room 
fitted  with  metal  cases  and  tables. 

The  surgeons  dressing  room  is  a  large  pleasant 
room  provided  with  lavatories,  shower  bath,  dressing 
compartments,  lockers,  etc.  Another  dressing  room  is 
provided  for  the  nurses. 

A  short  distance  from  the  operating  rooms  there  is 


a  comfortable  waiting  room  for  the  use  of  relatives  or 
friends  who  wish  to  be  near  at  hand. 

The  department  of  Hydro-therapy  occupies  a  large 
room  finished  with  marble,  near  the  operating  depart- 
ment. It  is  fitted  with  all  the  appliances  necessary  for 
the  various  forms  of  bath  treatments. 

A  refrigerating  tank  provides  water  just  above  the 
freezing  point  if  desired  and  a  controlling  table  is 
used  to  regulate  amount  and  temperature  of  the  water 
supplied  to  all  fixtures.  An  electric  pump  produces 
any  water  pressure  which  may  be  required. 

An  electric  light  bath  occupies  a  prominent  place 
and  an  apparatus  for  exposing  the  entire  body  to  very 
hot  dry  air  is  also  provided.  The  combined  hot  air 
and  steam  bath  enables  us  to  expose  the  entire  body 
to  any  desired  temperature  in  either  dry  air  or  steam. 
Convenience  for  massage  treatments  also  have  their 
place.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  all  nec- 
essary apparatus  to  cover  the  entire  field  in  this  line 
of  treatment. 

The  electriccal  room  comes  next  with  a  complete 
equipment  for  the  use  of  electricity  in  diagnosis  and 
treatment. 

The  power  and  heating  plant  which  was  designed 
to  serve  the  entire  group  of  buildings  is  located  in  a 
one  story  extension  which  occupies  the  space  in  the 
rear  of  the  Saranac  Apartment  building.  In  this  por- 
tion of  the  building  we  have  so  far  as  is  possible  con- 
centrated all  the  mechanical  equipment. 

Steam  under  ordinary  conditions  is  supplied  en- 
tirely by  a  battery  of  Edgemoor  water  tube  boilers 
of  a  rated  capacity  of  six  hundred  horse  power.  They 
are  equipped  with  low  water  alarms  and  automatic 
damper  regulators  and  are  fed  by  two  steam  driven 
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pumps  either  of  which  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  keep 
them  supplied.  In  extreme  weather  when  the  de- 
mands are  too  great  to  be  supphed  by  the  new  boilers, 
the  boilers  located  in  the  old  boiler  room,  which  have 
been  fitted  for  use  at  low  pressure  are  used.  Coal 
is  delivered  directly  in  front  of  the  boilers  and  ashes 
are  removed  by  an  electric  hoist.  Space  has  been  pro- 
vided in  the  new  boiler  room  for  the  installation  of 
another  battery  in  the  event  that  it  should  become  nec- 
essary at  any  time  in  the  future. 

The  electric  generating  plant  consists  of  two  160 
K.  W.,  220  volt,  Sprague  generators  direct  connected 
to  Fleming  four  valve  engines.  A  Balancer  set  per- 
mits of  the  use  of  the  three  wire  system  on  lighting 
circuits.  A  small  motor  generator  provides  low  volt- 
age current  for  use  on  signal  systems  and  bells.  An- 
other small  motor  generator  furnishes  alternating 
current  for  surgical  uses.  All  machinery  with  the  ex- 
ception of  some  of  the  pumps  is  motor  driven. 

The  refrigerating  plant  is  of  the  carbon-di-oxide 
type  and  has  a  capacity  of  twenty  tons.  The  compres- 
sor is  electrically  driven  and  the  distribution  is  by 
means  of  brine  which  is  cooled  in  a  large  tank  in  the 
pump  room,  and  pumped  through  pipes  to  the  large 
storage  boxes,  ice  making  tank,  milk  room,  various 
pantries  and  the  hydro-therapy  room.  The  drinking 
water  which  is  distilled  is  cooled  by  direct  expansion 
to  about  34  degrees  and  a  pump  maintains  a  contin- 
uous circulation  throughout  the  buildings. 

The  distilling  apparatus  has  a  capacity  of  one  gal- 
lon per  minute  and  its  product  is  used  for  drinking, 
sterilizing  and  for  all  surgical  uses.  One  small  pump 
maintains  a  vacuum  within  the  apparatus  and  another 
forces  the  water  to  the  various  points  of  consumption.

The  water  sterilizing  apparatus  also  finds  a  place  in 
the  pump  room.  Through  it  passes  all  the  water  which 
is  supplied  to  the  different  lavatories  used  by  sur- 
geons. The  arrangement  is  such  that  no  water  can 
pass  through  until  it  has  been  heated  to  at  least  240 
degrees. 

The  crematory  for  the  disposal  of  all  garbage 
and  waste  matter  is  located  in  the  old  boiler  room. 

In  the  basement  is  located  a  very  large  sterilizer 
which  is  used  for  the  disinfection  of  all  bedding,  cloth- 
ing, upholstery  and  furniture  which  may  require  it. 

The  machinery  for  the  vacuum  sweeping  plant  also 
has  a  space  in  the  basement.  Experience  shows  that 
the  sweeping  plant  is  practically  a  necessity. 

The  water  supply  for  the  entire  group  of  buildings 
is  pumped  by  an  electrically  driven  tri-plex  pump 
which  is  cross  connected  with  several  other  pumps  so 
that  there  can  never  be  a  failure  of  the  water  supply 
through  the  failure  of  the  pumps. 

The  elevators  in  the  building  are  hydraulic  of  the 
plunger  type  and  the  water  supply  for  them  as  well 
as  those  in  the  main  building  and  in  the  Saranac  is 
supplied  by  a  central  pumping  plant  consisting  of  a 
large  compound  pump  of  sufficient  capacity  to  care 
for  all  with  a  relay  in  the  event  any  trouble  should 
occur. 

The  ventilating  apparatus  occupies  considerable 
space  in  the  basement  and  attic  with  the  large  fans,  air 
washer  pumps  and  conduits. 

The  power  plant  besides  the  machinery  named  com- 
prehends various  other  apparatus  and  as  a  whole  is 
probably  the  most  complete  and  up-to-date  installa- 
tion to  be  found  in  any  Hospital.    All  the  machinery 
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and  apparatus  is  the  best  of  its  kind  and  economy  in 
operation  has  been  constantly  in  view. 

In  fnmishing  the  building  neither  time  nor  money 
was  spared  in  an  effort  to  secure,  the  furniture  best 
adapted  to  the  purpose.  The  beds  were  made  after 
our  own  designs  and  while  they  are  severely  plain 
are  handsome  and  very  strong.  Each  is  fitted  with 
box  spring  and  a  mattress  of  the  very  best  quality. 
The  wooden  furniture  is  in  the  main  of  mahogany  and 
is  simple  with  no  attempt  at  decoration  save  as  it  is 
produced  by  fine  finish  and  symmetrical  lines.  Sim- 
plicity and  durability  has  been  our  aim  throughout. 

The  building  as  it  now  stands  is  worthy  of  being 
conducted  on  the  highest  possible  plane.  Although 
this  building  differs  in  many  respects  from  the  av- 
erage hospital  and  is  in  some  degree  a  new  proposi- 
tion; we  are  making  every  effort  to  live  up  to  the 
standard  of  the  building  and  believe  our  full  expec- 
tations as  to  its  earning  capacity  will  be  fully  realized.

We  have  been  gradually  increasing  the  number  of 
pupil  nurses,  until  we  now  have  eighty-eight  nurses 
in  the  school,  which  fills  every  vacant  room.  Having 
the  Preliminary  class,  makes  quite  a  difference  in  the 
number  on  day  duty  in  the  wards,  but  this  is  beneficial, 
it  being  a  great  help  to  the  nurses,  and  giving  the  pa- 
tients the  benefit  of  comprehensive  service.  Thanks 
to  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Cyrus  McCormick  in  pro- 
viding the  means  for  adding  another  story  to  the 
Training  School  we  are  able  to  house  the  Senior,  In- 
terminate,  and  the  majority  of  the  Junior  Classes  in 
the  home;  while  the  Preliminary  Class  with  two  of- 
ficers in  charge,  are  housed  in  the  Apartments  which 
belong  to  the  Hospital  on  Michigan  avenue.  This 
section  is  now  connected  by  a  bridge  with  the  Smith 
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Memorial,  and  the  nnrses  are  thus  able  to  go  back 
and  forth  which  is  a  great  convenience  especially  in 
inclement  weather.  We  are,  as  nsual  very  much  in- 
debted to  the  Ladies  Board.  This  past  year  the  emer- 
gency committee  had  twenty-two  stationary  wash 
stands  placed  in  the  home,  supplying  running  water 
for  forty-two  nurses.  The  furnishing  committee  re- 
inforced our  supply  of  blankets,  to  meet  the  demand 
made  by  the  increase  in  the  number  in  the  school,  and 
gave  us  three  hundred  yards  of  curtain  material  for 
sash  curtains.  The  library  committee  arranged  that 
we  have  a  morning  and  an  evening  paper,  as  also  the 
best  of  the  current  magazines,  which  give  the  nurses 
pleasant  and  profitable  recreation  and  keep  them  in 
touch  with  the  world.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  is  crowding  the  dining  room  facilities,  but  we  are 
looking  forward  to  being  given  more  space  which  will 
relieve  the  present  pressure.  The  Staff  are  entitled 
to  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  interest  shown  at  all 
times.  It  is  a  great  help  and  comfort  to  find  that  they 
are  so  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Training  School, 
and  so  ready  to  advise  and  assist  in  the  training  of  the 
nurses.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  appreciate,  as  we 
do,  how  much  this  co-operation  means  to  the  school 
in  general,  and  the  officers  in  particular.  Especial 
mention  should  be  made  of  Dr.  H.  W.  Cheney's  prompt 
and  ever  ready  assistance  as  physician  for  the  pupils 
in  the  home. 

The  pupils  have  had  the  regular  courses  of  classes, 
and  lectures,  on  practical  work,  Materia  Medica,  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  Anatomy  Massage,  Hygiene,  Surgery, 
Gynaecology,  Urinalysis;  Miss  Grace  E.  Frysinger 
of  the  Chicago  School  of  Domestic  Science,  gave  a  very 
comprehensive  course  in  dietetics  which  was  especially 
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valuable  to  the  pupils.  Our  graduation  exercises  were 
held  as  usual  on  ^^St.  Johns'  Day,"  we  had  fifteen 
nurses  in  the  graduating  class,  the  impressive  Service 
being  held  as  usual  in  the  chapel,  which  is  so  dear  to 
all  the  graduates,  it  is  with  regret  that  we  feel  that  it 
is  getting  too  small  to  hold  the  friends  that  come.  This 
year  the  reception  was  given  to  the  class  by  the 
Alumnae  Association,  the  result  was  such  a  success, 
that  they  are  already  planning  to  repeat  it  next  June. 
Several  of  our  graduates  have  accepted  institutional  po- 
sitions in  the  past  year,  amongst  others.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  8t. Luke's  Hospital: 

Geisttlemen:  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
an  increased  satisfaction  in  my  work,  year  after  year. 

Though,  the  routine  work  remains  much  the  same, 
conditions  and  methods  change. 

The  opening  of  the  ^"^ George  Smith  Memorial' '  en- 
larges my  field  of  labor  greatly.  The  responsibilities 
are  multiplied,  as  also  the  opportunities  for  doing 
good.  The  circle  of  acquaintance  increases  beyond  the 
Hospital  bounds  among  those  who  have  been  patients 
and  their  friends,  so  likewise  the  number  of  calls  for 
my  ministrations. 

Besides  the  value  of  prayer  and  sound  spiritual 
advice  in  helping  to  work  cures,  at  least  in  certain 
forms  of  disease,  is  being  recognized  more  and  more. 
The  new  theories  and  methods,  new  though  based  on 
teachings  as  old  as  Christianity,  have  their  limita- 
tion. Doubtless  they  are  destined  to  exert  a  wide  in- 
fluence. Their  application  is  not  unattended  by  perils. 
It  is  our  purpose  to  profit  by  them  as  much  as  we  may 
and  yet  keep  within  safe  bounds. 

With  an  enlarged  field  and  a  ready  acceptance  of 
more  effective  methods  of  work  the  future  promises 
well.  The  services  in  the  Chapel  and  the  wards  have 
been  kept  up  as  usual.  The  bed  ridden  have  been  ad- 
ministered to  as  occasion  demanded. 

Our  Christmas  services  for  the  Children  and  other 
patients  have  brought  them  much  joy.     Many  thanks 
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to  those  whose  generous  gifts  made  these  festivities 
possible. 

We  are  under  great  obligations  to  Mrs.  John  Crerar 
and  Mrs.  Henry  H.  Walker  for  a  new  chapel  organ. 
So  are  we  much  indebted  to  the  Union  League  Club 
and  many  individual  friends  for  reading  matter  to  be 
distributed  among  the  patients. 

As  Chaplain  I  have  officiated  at  three  adult  bap- 
tisms and  five  burials. 

To  the  doctors  and  nurses  I  wish  to  express  my 
grateful  appreciation  of  their  active  co-operation  in 
my  work.

The  private  rooms  of  the  Hospital  are  maintained  for  the  bene- 
fit of  those  who  desire  superior  accommodations  and  are  able  to 
pay  the  Hospital  charges  in  full. 

The  reputable  and  otherwise  acceptable  physicians  of  the  city  are 
invited  to  treat  their  patients  in  the  private  rooms.  They  will  have 
at  their  disposal  all  the  facilities  of  the  institution. 

RATES: 

Rooms  (2  and  3  beds),  $12  to  $14  each  bed  per  week.  Single 
rooms  $16  and  upward  per  week.  Special  Nurse,  undergraduate, 
$15  per  week.     Special  Nurse,  graduate,  $25  per  week. 

Rates  are  the  same  whether  the  patient  be  a  child  or  an  adult. 

The  rates  named  include  room,  board,  ordinary  medicines  and 
dressings,  the  services  of  the  nurse  of  the  ward,  and  of  the  House 
Staff.    All  fractions  of  a  day  will  be  charged  for  as  a  day. 

An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  examinations  made  in  the 
Pathological  Laboratory,  for  the  use  of  the  operating  room,  for  the 
services  of  special  nurses  when  they  are  required,  either  by  order 
of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  patient,  and  for  all  extraordinary  articles  of  diet,  wines,  medi- 
cines, apparatus,  dressings,  etc. 

Friends  of  patients  will  be  accommodated  with  room  and  board 
(the  regular  bill  of  fare  only)  when  conditions  will  permit.  The 
rate  for  any  room  will  be  the  same  as  though  occupied  by  a  pa- 
tient. 

Personal  clothing  will  not  be  furnished  patients,  nor  will  pa- 
tients' clothing  be  laundered. 

The  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  money  or  valuables  un- 
less they  are  deposited  in  the  office  for  safe  keeping. 

Visitors  will  be  admitted  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and 
9  p.  M.,  unless  their  presence  is  deemed  prejudicial  to  the  welfare 
of  the  patient. 

Complaints  should  be  made  directly  to  the  Superintendent. 

All  bills  are  payable  strictly  in  advance. 


..  Open  Wards... 

The  maximum  rate  is  $8  per  week.  In  cases  where  the  circum- 
stances warrant  it  a  reduction  is  made,  and  a  certain  proportion  are 
admitted  free. 

AS  TO   FEES: 

Pay  patients  should  make  their  own  arrangements  as  to  fees 
with  the  members  of  the  Medical  Board  by  whom  they  are  treated. 

"No  member  of  the  Attending  Staff  will  make  any  charge  for 
professional  services  for  attendance  upon  any  patient  who  does  not 
pay  in  full  the  Hospital  charge  for  board,  room  and  nursing;  where 
the  patient  is  nominated  by  the  endower  of  a  bed  or  room,  but  is 
nevertheless  able  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  physician  or  sur- 
geon in  charge,  physicians'  or  surgeons'  fees  may  be  charged,  if  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Hospital  authorities  it  is  thought  just  and 
proper. 

"The  services  of  the  Attending  Staff  are  gratuitous  to  all  patients 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Hospital  authorities,  are  unable  to 
pay  for  the  same. 

"No  officer,  interne,  nurse  or  servant  is  allowed  to  receive  any 
fee  or  gift  from  a  patient  without  the  formal  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees."

patients,  2  table  cloths,  3  eye  glass  cases,  12  bed  spreads,  4 
packages  playing  cards,  checker  board  and  dominoes,  jack  straws, 
2  cans  maple  syrup,  2  dozen  towels,  2  dozen  pans,  2  one-quart 
pitchers,  2  dozen  sandals,  shoe  laces,  pipes,  blankets,  stationery  and 
tobacco,  fruit  each  week,  flowers  many  times.

ROOMS,  BEDS  AND  ENDOWMENTS, 

SUBJECT  TO  THE  RULES  GOVERNING  THE 
ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS  TO  THE  HOSPITAL 


1.  A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  in  perpetuity, 
and  the  endower  shall  have  the  privilege  of  naming  the  room. 

2.  A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  in  per- 
petuity. 

3.  A  donation  of  $300  supports  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  for  one 
year. 

4.  A  donation  of  $3,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  during 
the  life-time  of  the  donor. 

5.  Any  room  not  endowed  may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees  to 
the  endower  of  a  bed  during  his  life-time,  and  he  may,  during 
that  period,  enjoy  all  the  privileges  accruing  in  perpetuity  from 
the  endowment  of  the  room,  in  addition  to  the  perpetual  privileges 
accruing  from  the  endowment  of  a  bed.  An  additional  endowment 
of  $5,000,  at  any  time,  shall  endow  said  room  in  perpetuity. 

6.  Any  room,  not  endowed  and  not  granted  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 4,  may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees,  to  the  supporter  of  a  bed, 
and  he  may,  during  the  year  in  which  he  supports  the  bed,  enjoy 
the  privileges  accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  endowment  of  a 
room,  subject  to  termination  at  the  close  of  any  year. 

7.  No  ward,  or  other  division  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  named 
without  action  of  the  Trustees. 

Note. — The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  endower  to  nomi- 
nate one  patient  at  a  time  to  an  open  ward  bed  free  of  charge  at 
any  time  when  there  is  such  a  bed  vacant,  and,  if  all  the  beds  are 
filled,  to  the  preference  over  other  applicants  when  a  bed  becomes 
vacant. 

If  an  endower  desires  any  service  from  the  Hospital  in  excess 
of  that  furnished  the  open  wards,  a  bill  will  be  rendered  at  current 
rates,  and  the  current  ward  charge,  which  is  at  present  $8.00  per 
week,  will  be  credited  to  the  endower  on  the  bill. 

The  endower  of  a  bed  in  perpetuity  has  the  right  to  name  a 
successor,  which  right  to  name  a  successor  shall  belong  to  each 
successor.  If  an  endower  or  his  successor  fails  to  name  a  suc- 
cessor it  will  be  deemed  to  lodge  the  right  in  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hospital,  who  will  thereafter  exercise  the  right  of  nomination  to 
the  endowed  bed. 

THE  PERSONS  NOMINATED  TO  FREE  BEDS  SHOULD  BE 
WORTHY  SUBJECTS  FOR  SUCH  CHARITY.
